GOLDEN AGE OF KINGS 
FLASHES.ON SCREEN. 


The golden age of kings and 
kingly folly; the era when mon- 
archs were men and queens strug- 
led for the loyalty of their sov- 
ereign swains; the time of the 
lance and the tankard; the gibbet 
and the jester; in a word the 
period of magnificent royal power 
and splendid royal caprice has been 
revived. At least—it has been re- 
called in such a way that you can 
imagine yourself an immediate on- 
looker in “Deception.” the story 
of Hen VIII and Anne Boleyn, 
which showing this week at 
Tally’s Theater. 

Perhaps, this film may be de- 
famatory to English prestige: 


indulge in an overardent defense 
of a fair usurper’s character, but 
it is fascinating and to a degree 
that pictures are seldom fascinat- 
ing. Because it does what the 
screen can most splendidly and 
most successfully accomplish— 
make an audience see a chapter of 
history. 

In a way, this picture is much 
greater than “Passion.” Its cen- 
tral male character is a more in- 
teresting personage by far than 
Louis XV, and, furthermore, al) its 

peoſte have a greater historical 
prominence than the shopgirl who 
me the roval mistress. 

On the 2 hand, there is not 
the force or the cumulative 
strength to the story of Anne 
Porten, the portrayer of the part, 
because her portrait of Anne has 
the utmost, sincerity. It is really a 
finely-temipered thing that grows 
on you steadily. 

You may find your first impres- 
sion of Miss Porten disappointing 
after Pola Negri. But wait. You 
will discover that Pola Negri could 
hardly have made believable the 
curious drama of Anne Boleyn, 
with her futile effort to avoid be- 
coming a party to the king’s in- 
trigue, her fleeting happiness, her 
conscience-stricken degradation, | 
ending with her execution. 

The finale of “Deception” is, on 
the surface anti-climax. Yet few 
more vividly in the 
mind than that where Anne stands 
before the door which leads to 
her death. 

That Deceptton“ will be as pop- 
wlar as “Passion,” I doubt. Yet ip 
mcst respects t is a finer. piece of 
artistry. Its mob scenes are huger 
and greater; its costuming is more 
excellent; and its settings are more 
real and more ornate. But in re- 
tpect to story and ‘1cting it will 
never make the vivſd human im- 
pression perhaps that was evoked 
dy the shops'rl’s rise to fa an 
power, and the g presence of 
Miss Negri.

FORMAL PEACE 
WITH GERMANY. 


Proclamation by President 


Ends State of War. 


2 Austria and Hungary Still 
Await Action. 


Will Mean Repeal of Certain 
Laws. 


Nov. 14.—Peace 
between the United States and 
Germany was formally proclaimed 
today by President Harding. 

The President in a proclamation 
signed at 3:53 p.m. today, de- 
clared the state of war between 
the United States and Germany, 
existing from April 6, 1917, to 
have terminated in fact, July 2, 
1921, when the joint peace resolu- 
tion of Congress was approved by 
the Executive. 

Issuance of the proclamation, 
which followed exchange of rati- 
fications of the Treaty of Berlin, 
effected Armistice Day, was con- 
sidered the first of a series of 
three steps whieh when completed 
byes return the United States to 

ee status. 

@ second step 4 will be 
the promul tion mation 
declaring the war with A Austria to 
have ended and the third, issuance 
of a similar proclamation as to 


‘sued through the Sta 
within a few days, as ratifications 
of the treaty between the United 
States and Austria were exchanged 
at Vienna last Tuesday. Ratifica- 
tions between the United States and 
Hungary are expected to be ex- 
changed soon, 
WILL END WAR LAWS. 

Until the third and final step 
ig taken the purposes of the for- 
mal proclamations will 
achieved in the opinion of officials. 
These purposes are stated to be 
to end without doubt certain war 
laws unaffected by the Congres- 
sional resolution of repeal ap- 
proved March 3. Notable among 
these laws are sections of the Es- 
plonage Act, the Liberty Bond Act 
and Trading With the Enemy Act. 
Portions of the last-named statute 
are preserved, however, through 
the treaty. 

Disposition of the cases “of 
Eugene V. Debs and others con- 
victed of violation of war laws 
likewise will await the third and 
final step.

Few Office Vacancies Here; China’s Default; Dairy 
Financing; Bonds and Stocks; Day in Review. 


Despite the completion of new 
office bulidings in Los Angeles, the 
demand for office space in this city 
still excee@s the supply, according 
to F. R. Kent, assistant secretary 
of the local association of office 
duliding managers. Vacancies in 
the principal office buildings up to 
October I amowvnied to only K of 
1 per cent of the total space avall- 
abie. This figure may be compared 
to much greater percentage of va- 
cancies in San Francisco office 
building at the same time. Out of 
17,733 offices in that city, 413 or 
2.32 per cent were vacant. Seat- 
ties vacancies on October 1 were 
8.8 per cent and Spokane's 2.25. 
Mr. Kent attributes the greater 
part of the local vacancies to the 
normal movement of business from 
one office to another.

But 
dairying is increasing at such a 
rate that the supply pendulum will 
inevitably swing and then the new 
on will be forced on the in- 

ry.”

PROHIBITION REALITY, 
SAYS DR. JORDAN. 


JAPAN AS EAGER FOR PEACE 
AS WE ARE, STUDENTS 
ARE INFORMED. 


Vindicated after twenty years, is 
the way Dr. David Sterr Jordan 
described himself yesterday in an 
address to the student body of the 
University of Southern California. 
He declared that after nearly 
twenty years of being hooted at for 
advocating prohibition he has ar- 
rived at the point where prohibition 
is a reality. 

Speaking of Japon. and the out- 
look for cessation of war talk, Dr. 
Jordan sald: 

I had a three hours’ talk, not 
long azo, with the men behind the 
throne in Japan, and I studied the 
feeling there as I have studied ani- 
mals, fishes and songbirds. - The 
Japanese are just as eager for 
permanent peace as we are. Even 
a poker game changes its atmos- 
phere when there are no guns and 


no aces in the sleeve., The great 


danger of war is that we are armed 
for war“ It is dad for the papers 
to lie about what we are doing to 
prepare and what Japan is doing. 
There are a few Japanese papers 
as bad as any Hearst paper, that 
ever are attacking the United 
States or England. 

Preferring to the cost of past and 
future wars, Dr. Jordan stated that 
if all the civil organizations were 
run et no expense, if Senators, Rep- 
resentatives and all were to be 
dollar-a-year men, 83 per cent of 
the nation’s expenditure would go 
for the war upkeep. One battle- 
ship, he declared, costs as much as 
the University of California and the 
new model of 1925 would be twice 
as costly as those of today 7
